Another Point! 


(-PEAKING two days after Pearl 
>7 Harbor, Franklin D. Roosevelt 
said; 
“ We are now in the midst of » 
war not for conquest, not tor ven 
glance, but for a world in which 
this nation . . . will be safe for our 
children.’’ 
Somehow that statement echoes 
the words of Woodrow Wilson: 
“There 
is 
a 
great 
volca 
of 
humanity abroad in the world Just 
now which he who cannot hear is 
deuf. There is a great compulsion 
of the common conscience now In 
existence. . . 
As we approach San Francisco, 
its proponents seem to Ignore the 
fact that they are repeating the 
motions through which Mr. Wilson, 
Lloyd George and Gen. Smuts pain 
fully plodded as they drafted the 
covenant of the League of Nations 
For the San Francisco meeting, 
we already have the Dumbarton 
Oaks proposals which have been 
endorsed by the three dominant 
powers at Yalta. 
At the 
Moscow conference In 
October, It was agreed by Soviet 
Russia, Great Britain, the United 
States and China “that they recog­ 
nize the necessity of establishing 
at the earliest practicable date a 
genera! international organization, 
based on the principle of the sove­ 
reign equality of all peace-loving 
states and open to membership by 
all such states, large and small, 
for the maintenance of Internation­ 
al peace and security”. 


N many respects, the new league, 
arranged at Dumbarton Oaks, 
takes on the forms of the old: A 
council, an assembly, an interna­ 
tional court of justice, a secreta­ 
riat. Membership in the old league 
WBK open 
to any 
self-governing 
state; In the new league to ail 
peace-loving” states. 
There is one stronger difference 
that alands nut. Under the old 
league, the assembly, in which the 
•mailer nations had their chance 
to speak, possessed this power: 
‘The assembly may deal at its 
meetings with any matter within 
the sphere of action of the league 
or 
affecting 
the 
peace 
of 
the 
world.” 
Dumbarton 
Oaks 
revised 
this 
clause to read: 
' . . . The general assembly 
should not on Its own Initiative 
make 
recommendations 
on 
any 


matter relating to the maintenance 
of international peace and security 
which is being dealt with by tbe 
security council.” 
In a word, the old league recog­ 
nized the equality of nations within 
the covenant; rho new league, ac­ 
cording to Dumbarton Oaks, insists 
on the inequality of nations. 
It enforces the domination of lh* 
“Big Three”, who a re in control of 
tbe council and reduces the assem­ 
bly by the charter, to a debating 
society. 
Of course, in the old league, each 
power, great br small, possessed 
tbe right to veto decisions, even 
affecting themselves. In the new 
league, only the dominant powers 
reserve that crucial privilege for 
themselves. 
THS weaknesses of the old league 
were recognized by Mr. Wilson, 
Mr. 
House. 
Mr. 
f u s in g . 
Gen. 
Smuts made a speech about them 
while the first draft of the cov­ 
enant 
was 
being considered, 
in 
which he said: 
” . . . We are ashamed that we 
have done no better, but one virtue 
at least we have. We know our 
limitations and we frankly admit 
them. What we offer is not the 
cornerstone of a new era. but we 
hope It Is the opening wedge that. 
if pushed will open wide a door to 
better things. . . . ” 
With regard to Dumbarton Oaks, 
we are being propagandized as to 
the perfection of the proposals to 
such an extent that even friendly 
criticism and study of them is re­ 
garded as Goebbelesque. 
The fact is that tbe new league, 
as the old. lacks a Bill of Rights 
for nations and peoples and there­ 
fore, Is a mechanical device with­ 
out a soul. 
Herbert Hoover and Arthur Van­ 
denberg, both advocates of an In­ 
ternational 
organization, 
h a v e 
called attention to this serious lack. 
The genius of the American Con­ 
stitution lien not in its structure. 
but in its Rill of Rights, in its 
st Dement of moral principles, and 
these have been guarded as sacred 
by the American people through 
the courts. 
Any machinery will work well lf 
lubricated by moral principles, lf 
Ban Francisco can supply that lack, 
any machinery it devises will work 
Without It, the bes* machinery will 
collapse.

he had been crippled by the disease— were stunned by the new s of 
the passing of th e n atio n ’s 31st president and its first chief executive 
to serve more than tw o term s. 
H e was elected to a fourth term a little m ore than five m onths 
ago and was inaugurated Jan. 20. 
Many had tea rs in th eir eyes as they passed the word of Mr. 
Roosevelt’s dem ise am ong polio p a tien ts and foundation officials. The 
patients were looking forw ard to a visit from the P resident early 
last night. Thev w ere to put on a m instrel show for him 
Also canceled, Just as it was about to get underw ay, was an old­ 
fashioned southern barbecue a t the hilltop cabin of Mayor F rank W 
Alcorn of Warm Springs, 
Mr. Roosevelt, w ho was to have been the honor guest, was due at 
the barbecue around 4:30 p. rn. yesterday. W hen he was not th ere 
close to 5 o’clock inquiries w ere m ade by the th ree rep o rters who 
came here w ith the P resident from W ashington. 
“Come down to the C arver cottage (h ead q u arters of S ecretary 
H assett of the foundation) im m ediately!” cried Miss Louise H ackm eis- 
ter, veteran chtef telephone operator at the W hite H ouse. 
Jumping into a car, the rep resen tativ es of the A ssociated Press, 
U nited Press and International News Service—only rep o rters here on 
the war-time off-the-record trip— lushed to the cottage. Be ch sensed 
som ething was w rong when they saw Mr. H sssett's sad countenance. 
“It is my sad duty to announce the P resident died at 4:35 p rn., 
(E ast Liverpool w ar tim e) of a cerebral hem orrhage.” said the tall, 
gray-haired secretary, his voice quivering. “ Dr. B ruenn (Comdr. How ard 
Bruenn, on the staff of the navy surgeon general, here in the absence of 
Dr. M clntlre) will give you a m edical statem ent later.” 
Dr. Bruenn, young New York h e a rt specialist, told the story: T h at 
the President was in excellent sp irits a t 9:30 a. rn., but a t I o'clock 
complained of a "very severe occipital (back of the bead) headache.” 
“Within a very few minutes,” the doctor added, "he lost conscious­ 
ness. He was seen by me at 1:30 p. rn., 16 m inutes after the episode 
bad started. He did not regain consciousness and died at 3:35 p. rn.” 
Mr. H assett pieced the story together later. 
Miss Laura Delano, a cousin of the P resident, told Mr. H a ssett 
that Mr. Roosevelt w as sitting in his leather chair in the living room 
beside the fireplace. A New York artist, N. Robbins, was sketching 
the President when Mr. Roosevelt p u t a hand to the hack of his head 
and said: “I have a terrific headache." 
Those were the last words he uttered. He lost consciousness al­ 
m ost Immediately. 
Miss Delano summoned A rthur P rettym an, the P resid en t's Negro 
valet, and a Filipino house boy. T he two carried the chief executive 
to his 
bedroom, where be lay there on a m aple 
bed. 
In 
the bedroom at the tim e of death w ere Dr. Bruenn, who had 
been summoned from the foundation swimming pool; Dr. Jam es E. 
Paullin, Internal m edicine practitioner hurried from A tlanta, 85 m iles 
away, and LL Comdr. George Fox, W hite House pharmacist. Comdr. 
fo x for years had been at the President's side before he retired each 
eight, 
helping to ra ja s Mr. R oosevelt’s muscles 
by m assage. 
Also in the cottage besides Miss Delano was 
another cousin, Miss 
Margaret Buckley of Hyde Park, and Grace Tully, confidential secre­ 
tary to Mr. R oosevelt. 
The President was attired In a blue business su it on his last w ork­ 
ing day. He wore a fore-ln-hand tie for a change from his usual bow. 
Another addition was a vest. He hardly ever w ore one. 
Mr. H assett said “The Boss”—as everyone at the W hite House 
called the President—had just finished signing official papers from 
W arrington. 
The last bill he signed was B298 to continue the Commodity Credit 
Corp. and Increase Ila borrowing power. 
Ha also signed a batch of minor postmaster nominations, some 
•tate department appointm ents, and gave instructions to Mr. H assett. 
Yesterday he had started dictating the itinerary of hit visit to the 
U nited Nations conference at Ban Francisco. He got only as far as 
Chicago with his plans. 
Mr. Roosevelt was underweight—five or more pounds—since his 
Du and bronchial attacks of two years ago. He had come h ere thiB 
Urns to gain the w eight at which he said he felt good. H is tripe abroad, 
particularly his last one to the “Big Three” Yalta conference had 
taken a lot out of him. 
Rumors had genie the rounds in recent days that the President 
was not picking up as his doctors wished, his grayish color was notice­ 
able under the slight tan he got from w orking in the sun on his flag­ 
stone terrace. H e didn’t feel like going swimming as was his custom. 
He went riding—with a chauffeur—another change. H e always had 
enjoyed (hiving his ow n car here and at Hyde Park. He had a special 
wheel arrangem ents which perm itted him to use brakes and clutch 
with the banda. 
Mr. R oosevelt began frequent trips here 21 years ago. H e con­ 
tracted polio In 1921 shortly after his first unsuccessful political cam ­ 
paign—he ran for vice president with James M. Cox in 1920— and 
later found the buoyant waters of the spring helpful to his crippled 
lim bs. 
Only in reoent m onths did he forsake the 10-pound metal braces 
he carried around for years to help him stand in public. 
Mrs. Roosevelt, at a charity benefit, received the news by tele­ 
phone, W ithout a word, she went to the White House. The call went 
out for Mr. Truman, who rushed there. 
H is first words to tMrs. R oosevelt were of her and the four 
R oosevelt sons. Mrs. R oosevelt had sent them a m essage thai their 
father had alopt away. He did his Job to the end as he would have 
them do, she said. 
“What can I do?" asked the new President. 
“Tell us w hat we can do,” Mrs. Roosevelt replied. “Is there any 
way we can help you?” 
Outside on the street, a quiet, unbelieving crow d gathered quick­ 
ly. Confused and daaed, hundreds stood in la fa y e tte park, across 
from the W hite H ouse square, far into the n ig h t 
Long since, Mr. T rum an had been sworn in by C hief Justice 
Stone in the cab in et room. Placing his hand on a red-edged Bible, 
the new P resid en t repeated the oath. 
•He, hts wife and th eir d aughter, M argaret, left from a rear 
an tran ce for th eir ap artm e n t hom e w here they spent the n ig h t 
guarded by the se c re t service.

can leader has been stricken in the 
very crisis time of all his efforts. 
Had Woodrow Wilson retained 
his health and Abraham Lincoln 
his life, and had they been able to 
outweigh their opponents, the his­ 
tory of America and the world 
would have been far different. 
Only with the passing of time 
will we know th* effect of Frank­ 
lin Roosevelt's death a t the same 
W arm Springs where he once re­ 
gained full use of the life which 
was to have such a terrific impact 
on people everywhere.

chief than other war presidents,

The war with Germany is all but 
over. Plans for the completion of 
the war against Japan are so far 
advanced as to make the need for 
large-scale revision unlikely. The

only remaining military imponder­ 
able. 
E 
ITHER way the effect in that 
quarter will be principally on 
the time and strength required for 
victory, rather than in the disposi­ 
tion of British and American forces. 
Like President Wilson and P res­ 
ident Lincoln, Mr. Roosevelt had 
passed his w ar crisis. The crisis 


he faced was peace. Not only vic­ 
tory over present armed enemies, 
but over the issues which make 
wars, was the goal he had pur­ 
sued. 
He did it with all the power and 
hope of the United States behind 
him and even his bitterest politi­ 
cal opponents seldom felt compe­ 
tent to go to the mat with him 
on his international intentions. 
But his very personality m eant 
that 
his 
relations 
with 
Joseph 
Stalin. W inston Churchill and other 
world leaders—yes, with Charles 
De Gaulle— took on a peculiarly 
personal color. 
It leaves us wondering as to the 
future, knowing that we have lost 
a leader who had been strangely 
sensitive to and moulded by 12 
years of International crisis, mili­ 
tary and economic.

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Since 1932 Campaign 
Roosevelt’s Health Led To Frequent Rumor

dent Roosevelt’s health had 
been a subject of public specula­ 
tion ever since his first campaign 
for the presidency in 1932. 
The latest of a series of periodic 
reports that he was ill bobbed up 
only last December, when he spent 
three weeks a t W arm Springs—an 
unusually long period for war-time. 
Rumors flooded W ashington that 
the chief executive was undergoing 
an operation. Some reports 
had 
him in Bethesda Naval hospital 
here, others under treatm ent in 
Boston. 
But when he returned to W ash­ 
ington, tanned and looking rested. 
Vice Adm. Ross T. McIntyre, his 
personal 
physician, 
pronounced 
him self "pleased” with the P resi­ 
dent's condition. 
Mr Roosevelt was stricken with 
infantile paralysis in 1921 while 
swimming at his sum mer home in 
Campobello, N. B. 
His legs were 
paralyzed. 
Instead of despairing, 
he fought the disease until after 
long m onths of treatm ent he was 
able to walk with steel braces and 
canes. 
It was a painful effort, but in 
later years he used the braces less 
and less.

OWEVER, he addressed con­ 
gress from a chair on the house 
floor at the tim e of his fourth in­ 
auguration last January.

plained then th a t the braces were 
too heavy and painful.

SHOULD MANAGEMENT 
BE UNIONIZED? 


A Statement by General Motors

Ni 


JI HE National Labor Relations Board 
baa ordered a bargaining election among 
the foremen and other supervisory 
groups of a Detroit automobile company. 
This company is not a part of General 
Motors, but we are concerned with the 
principles involved. 
This confusing action by the Board 
means that it is sanctioning and pro- 
moting the unionization of management 
rsonnel, in spite of the fact that the 
ational Labor Relations Act includes 
as an employer 
. . any person acting 
in the interests of an employer directly 
or indirectly.” 
We are sure that Congress did not 
intend to approve unionization of man­ 
agement when it passed the Act 
The results if applied throughout indus­ 
try would be bad for the management 
groups involved, bad for industry, bad 
for labor, bad for America. 
Bad for Foremen 
We think it would be bad for foremen 
if American industry should be com­ 
pelled to make a change in its proven 
type of organization, which would un­ 
avoidably reduce the foreman’s status, 
diminish his responsibility, authority 
and influence, decrease his opportunities 
for personal advancement. 
In General Motors, foremen have always 
had important responsibilities and 
authority. 
We have always guarded the status of 
our foremen, and have provided special 
training to improve their abilities, in­ 
crease their efficiency and enhance their 
opportunities for promotion to even 
more important management positions. 
The great majority of General Motors' 
principal executives at one time were 
foremen. 
We are convinced that it would be im­ 
possible for a foreman to follow both 
management and union leaderships at 
the same time, and under those condi­ 
tions to carry on all his duties as they 
now exist. All elements of management 
must have a common objective. 
It would obviously be impossible, for 
instance, for him as a fellow unionist 
with those under him, to perform his 
functions which relate to their working 
conditions, wages, promotions and as­ 
signments on the unbiased basis which 
is essential to good management. 
Bad for Industry 
From our experience both before and 
during the war, we are certain that the 


THE POSITION 
OF FOREMEN IN 
GENERAL MOTORS 


In General Motors, foremen are the 
MANAGERS of their departments. 
They participate in establishing man- 
agamont policies in both production 
and personnel matters. They have 
full asst bority to approve or disap­ 
prove the hiring, to supertisa the 
work, and to make work assignments 
of the employes under their super­ 
vision. They initiate wage increases, 
transfers and promotions. They are 
directly responsible for the efficiency 
and safety of their group. They have 
full authority when necessary to take 
immediate, appropriate disciplinary 
action for violation of shop rules, 
and other improper conduct of their 
employes. They are the first point of 
management contact and make the 
first management decision on all 
matters relating to the employes 
under their direction. 


accepted American method of spreading 
managerial authority and responsibility 
among foremen—so that management is 
in close, direct contact with compara­ 
tively small groups of workmen-is the 
best and only sound method of handling 
day-to-day relations with the thousands 
of employes engaged in modem mass 
production. 
Anything which would require a change 
in this set-up would interfere with em- 
ployer-employe relations and with pro­ 
duction. 
For example, there have been many 
strikes in war production plants, par­ 
ticularly in Michigan. Charges have 
been made that workmen have been 
loafing in plants engaged in war pro­ 
duction and that they are being paid 
high wages for not working. We are 
conscious that the public feels that there 
must be something wrong. The attempt 
to tear down the position and authority 
of foremen and to unionize members of 
management is importantly contribut­ 
ing to this condition. 


Bad for Labor 


As a matter of fact, the close-contact 
method is about the only way that man­ 


agement and labor can work harmoni­ 
ously together in large organizations. 
Much is said these days about coopera­ 
tion. It would be a serious handicap to 
any hopes for teamwork and the pursuit 
of common interests, if anything were 
done to remove this facility for knowing 
and understanding each other. 
It is our firm, sincere belief that loss 
of this close contact would make har­ 
monious relations between management 
and labor almost impossible and would 
interfere with practical collective bar- 
g. .ning. 
Bad for America 
The removal of foremen from their 
present position as a vital, integral part 
of management would require reorgani­ 
zation or factory management on a basis 
far more complicated and decidedly less 
effective. Necessary factory discipline 
would suffer, worker efficiency would 
be impaired. 
We believe the effect on i/ou-on the 
public as a wfcole-would be very real. 
It would interfere with the war effort. 
It would make war materials cost more. 
It would slow up postwar reconversion 
to civilian production. 
It would delay adequate postwar output 
of cars, refrigerators, ranges, furniture 
-all the things people need so much and 
have waited for so long. 
Finally-and, in the long run, perhaps 
most important of all—it would so in­ 
crease production costs as to boost 
prices and the cost of living, and make 
the problem of reasonably full employ­ 
ment much more difficult. 
Action Catted For 
When people have as deep a conviction 
about anything as we have about union­ 
izing management, they ought to do 
something about it. 
If the meaning of the National Labor 
Relations Act can be so confused as to 
promote unionization of management- 
and thus impair the effectiveness of the 
American production system of which 
we are all so proud-then the meaning 
ought to be cleared up. 
General Motors believes - and hopes 
others will feel the same-that it is a 
patriotic duty, a duty to the foremen, to 
industry, to labor, and to the public as 
a whole-to oppose the unionization of 
management by every proper and law­ 
ful means. 
That is our intention.
